ARREST A BANKER 
IN CALUMET CLUB 


Federal Officers Take E. W. 
Shirk on Charge of Misuse 
of Funds of His Bank © 
in Tipton. et

HE MAKES EXPLANATION, 


Asserts He Loaned the Money to 
the Institution, but Cashier 
Failed to Make the 
Proper Entry. 


Elvert W. Shirk, banker and owner of 
many broad acres of rich Indiana farm landa, 
besides having large holdings in Chicago 
realty, was arrested yesterday noon in his 
room at the Calumet club on a federal war- 
rant sworn out by Wesley M. Bennett, spe- 
clal national bank examiner. 

Shirk is charged with having misappro- 
priated $24,252 of the funds of the First Na- 
tional bank of Tipton, Ind., of which he is 
president. 

It is the same bank which recently closed 
its doors owing to the alleged defalcation of 
$108,000 by the Marker brothers, W. H. and 
Noah, cashier and assistant cashier, respect- 
ively. Shirk’s alleged misapplication of the 
funds of the bank occurred on July 22, the 
day before Noah Marker disappeared, tak- 
ing with him, it was said, all of the cash the 
bank contained—some §60,000—and causing a 
suspension of business. 

Several hours after his arrest Mr. Shirk 
made his appearance before United States 
Commissioner Mark Foote, accompanied 
by his attorney, Frederick Ullmann, and 
bondsmen, and, waiving examination, he 
pleaded not guilty and was released from 
custody under bonds of $20,000. 


Takes Situation Calmly. 

Shirk took his arrest calmly. He did not 
seem to have any resentment against the 
federal authorities for causing his arrest, 
and declared that he supposed it was simply 
a part of the plan to clear up the situation at 
Tipton. 

“Certain discrepancies were found in my 
accounts, and the government officers have 
simply performed their duty in carrying out 
the policy of the government by arresting 
every one who might be able to throw any 
light on the muddle,’ he said. ‘I am in- 
nocent of any wrong, and the whole thing will 
be cleared up when the case is tried in the 
courts.” 

It is charged in the complaint that Shirk 
dfew a draft for $24,252.52 in his own favor 
upon the funds of the Tipton bank, and de- 
posited it with the First National bank of 
Chicago on thé day preceding the closing of 
the Tipton bank. It is alleged that the books 
of the bank do not show he had any money to 
his credit when he drew thie draft, and that 
the transaction is unaccounted for, 

As soon as Bank Examiner Bennett made 
this discovery he tried to locate Shirk, who 
divided his time between Indianapolis and 
Chicago, and finally located him here. As- 
sistant District Attorney Shiver was put 
upon the case and Shirk’s arrest followed. 


No Entry on Books. 

The fact of this large draft having been 
made upon the funds of the bank was not 
known to the bank examiner until some time 
after the Tipton bank had been closed. Mr. 
Bennett was sent down thereto examine into 
the affairs of the institution. While there 
was no entry on the books to show that the 
funds had been withdrawn from the First 
National bank in Chicago, which is the Chi- 
cago correspondent of the Tipton bank, when 
the accounts were checked up it was discov- 
ered that this money had disappeared, and 
further investigation revealed that it had 
been drawn out on Mr. Shirk’s draft. 

The Tipton bank remained closed for sgey- 
eral days, and only recently the stockholders, 
of whom Mr. Shirk is one of the largest, 
raised a fund sufficient to pay off the de- 
positors in full, and the bank was reopened 
and resumed business. 

Noah Marker, who disappeared the day be- 
fore the bank doors were closed, returned 
to Tipton a few days later and stated that 
he had merely gone on a fishing trip, and that 
he would be able to explain fully the alleged 
shortage of $103,000. He was placed under 
arrest, and is now at liberty on bonds. W. 
H. Marker, according to Mr. Shirk, was ar- 
rested yesterday. 


Makes an Explanation. 

* Our family—that is myself and a few rela- 
tives—own all of the stock of the First Na- 
tional bank of Tipton, except forty shares, 
which is owned by W. H. Marker, the cash- 
jer,’’ said Mr. Shirk last night. 

“The Marker boys were taken into the 
bank a number of years ago, when a cousin 
of mine was cashier, and they seemed bright, 
so that after a while we gave them respons!- 
ble positions. We had implicit confidence in 
the integrity of W. H. Marker and his brother 
Noah, who was made assistant cashier, and 
we trusted them largely with the manage- 
ment of the businezs. It was not until July 
last that we had any inkling that there was 
anything crooked. 

‘Myself and some of the other directors 
were in Tipton to make an examination of the 
bank, and Noah Marker must have known 
that he would be unable to explain the dis- 
crepancies, for he left suddenly, and after 
he was gone we discovered that there was not 
a cent of cash in the bank, although there 
should have been $60,000, 

“What became of it I do not: know, but 
we suspected that he had taken all the cash 
and decamped, but when he came back he 
said he could explain everything. We are 
waiting for the explanation, which has not 
been given up to the present time. 


Asked Loan of $45,000. 

“In 1904 W. H. Marker came to me and 
asked for a loan of $45,000, stating that the 
reserve fund was getting rather low, and he 
wanted the money to build it up. I loaned 
the money and as I was president of the 
bank, could not sign a note to myself very 
well, so I took the bank's note, which Marker 
signed as cashier. I let that loan run on 
until the first of this year, when I requested 
that it be paid. 

“Subsequent events have shown that Mark- 
er did not credit me with the money on the 
books of the bank, nor did he make any ertry 
showing the transaction. However, I was 
ignorant of that until thecrash came. When 
I first demanded the repayment of the loan 
Marker put me off, but finally he mage a 
payment in June and another in July. 

‘‘The last payment was made the day be- 
fore the bank was obliged to close its doors 
on account of the losses which we discov- 
ered. This payment was made in the form 
of a draft for $24.000 for the principal and

COUNTRY CLUB IS SHOCKED 


Samuel T. A. Loftis Accused of 
Slapping Wife at Dance. 


MAY LOSE HIS MEMBERSHIP. 


Officials Will Not Discuss Affair and 
Accused Man Denies It. 


There was an Interesting ten minutes at the 
South Shore Country club on Thursday night 
in which Samuel T. A. Loftis, a diamond 
dealer at 92 State street, was the storm cen- 
ter and star performer. Asa result a letter 
was written by the chairman of the house 
committee notifying Mr. oftis of his sus- 
pension from the club. 

Mr. Loftis said late last night that he 
had not received this letter, and, on the other 
hand, declared that Messrs. Booth and Tay- 
lor, who preferred the charges against him, 
had withdrawn them and that he (Loftis) 
had personally delivered the written with- 
Grawal of the charges to Samuel G. Hatch, 
chairman of the house committee. 

Reticence of eyewitnesses and club eti- 
quette involved the case in a maze of mys- 
tery and diametrically opposed statements 
of “facts.’’ One story alleged that Mr. 
Loftis slapped his wife's face because of 
some action of hers thet he did not like. 
Mr. Loftis denies the slap physical but ad- 
mits a castigation verbal. He says he was 
dog tired and wanted to go home. His wife, 
however, yearned to dance a few more dances 
and declined to go. He insisted on leaving, 
barred her entrance through a doorway lead- 
ing to the ballroom, and had a few heated 
words with his spouse. And that was the sum 
of his offending 

Scene Causes a Sensation. 

Whichever, story !s true, there is no doubt 
that there were a lively few minutes. Mr. 
Loftis’ declamatory and remonstrating 
voice could be heard for many feet and the 
attention of members and their wives who 
were seated on the veranda was drawn to 
the little fracas. It was from the scandal- 
ized occupants of the veranda that the 
charges emanated. 

Officials of the club had nothing whatever 
to say during the day. They deprecated the 
affair, particularly as it followed so soon 
upon the scene created by Royal C. Vilas, 
who heaved a dish of salad in the face of 
his friend, George C. Jerome. Vilas defend- 
ed himself on the ground that he had “ one 
or two cocktails and did not remember what 
happened,”” but he was expelled just the 
same. 

Mr. Loftis denied that he had followed in 
He 
admitted that they had had some wine for 
dinner, but not more than any gentleman 
would deem fitting for a festive social occa- 
gion, and asserted that he was perfectly 
sober, although he yearned ever so hard to go 
home in the dark. He was too tired to dance 
till daylight. 

Shooting Incident Recalled. 

Some of His friends say that Loftis has 
been a total abstainer since his brother, 
Joseph S. Loftis, shot him in July, 1907, ina 
dispute over partnership affairs. A few 
months ago the brothers patched up their 
differences and Joseph was taken back into 
the firm. Joseph proved himself a loyal 
brother yesterday and declared the stories 
that his brother had slapped Mrs. Loftis 
were lies. 

It was “ @ance night” at the club and the 
regular weekly hop was on in full progress. 
The ballroom floor was crowded and 
many persons were seated about tables 
on the spacious grounds partaking of light 
refreshments. Others were promenading 
through the dining room and out the front 
corridor. 

The gist of the ‘I'll tell you what happened, 
but please don’t quote me” stories is as 


| 


follows: 
“ Mr. and Mrs. Loftis arrived early in the 


evening with three other couples. Suddenly 
the merry laughter of the people about them 
was interrupted by loud words from Loftis. 
Mrs. Loftis, it appears, was not pleased with 
her husband's conduct and was trying to 
persuade him to go home. They had reached 
the veranda when he observed her holding 
a visiting card, which he demanded. She 
refused, and then, it is said, he wrenched 
both her wrists until she screamed, 


Said to Have Slapped Wife. 


** Next he slapped her face twice, and as 
she broke away from his grasp he struck her 
again. At this juncture one of Mrs. Loftis’ 
women companions interfered. No one at- 
tempted to molest Loftis, who insisted on 
telling his ‘troubles’ to the door man and 
other employés of theclub. Later he cooled 
down sufficiently to go to the washroom and 
dash a bit of cold water into his face. 

“The ciub’s maids and friends of Mrs. 
Loftis bathed her face and helped her regain 
her composure, and later members of the 
party brought the couple together again, 
alter which they departed from the club- 
house, 

* Employés of the clad rushed to the lawn 
and sought Samuel G. Hatch, general pas- 


| senger agent of the Illinois Central railroad, 


who is chairman of the house committee, but 
the affair was over before that official 
reached the scene. 

“After Loftis stepped into the washroom 
Mr. Hatch summoned members witnessing 
the alleged assault to a secluded place dnd 
gathered the full particulars. Then he sum- 
moned other members of the house commit- 
tee to act, and they did so with promptness. 
Not a word was spoken to Mr. Loftis, and he 
evidently went home uncer the impression 
that it was to be forgotten.”’ 


Admits Talking Strenuously. 


When the slapping story was repeated to 
Mr. and Mrs. Loftisit produced a denial duet. 

‘‘T did not slap my wife,”’ said Mr. Loftis. 

‘It is absurd. Sam did not slap me,” said 
Mrs. Loftis. ‘‘ I cannot imagine how such a 
story started.’’ 

“TI talked a little bit strenuously,” said 
Mr. Loftis, “and stood In the doorway to 
prevent my wife from reéntering the bali- 
room. I did not say anything out of the 
way—that is, my language was perfectly 
proper, although it was peremptory and 
noisy; no cuss words, you know.”’ 

‘The story about the card is absolutely un- 
true,’ chimed in Mrs. Loftis. ‘ The only 
ecard I had in my hand was my dance card, 
and Sam filled that out.’ 

“ That is so,” said Mr. Loftis. 

Mr. Loftis then went into detail about the 
withdrawal of charges by Mr. Booth and 
George Hooper Taylor. 


Says Charges Were Dropped. 


He said that understanding they had pre- 
ferred charges against bim he had called on 
them in the afternoon, stated his side of 
the rumpus to them, and that they agreed 
to withdraw the charges. According to Mr. 
Loftis they wrote a letter to Mr. Hatch, 
stating that Mr. Loftis had explained the cir. 
cumstances to them; that he had expressed 
his regret at amy annoyance he might have 
caused them, their relatives, or friends, and 
that under the circumstances they felt that 
he had been sufficiently punished, and that 
they begged leave to withdraw the charges, 

This letter Mr. Loftis said he took in per- 
son to Mr. Hatch and delivered it between 
7 and 8 o'clock at night. 

Mr. Hatch had retired at 10 o’clock ana 
could not be seen. Mr. Taylor was asked 
by THe Trisune if he had preferred charges 
against Mr, Loftis and /f he later had with- 
drawn them. He declined to commit himself 
op either question, even after it was pointed 
out to him that Tu» TRIBUNE was trying to 
get at the facts in the case and that, as is 
usual in a number of cases, individuals 
knowing the facts decline to give information 
and then criticise newspapers for publishing 
erroneous statements. 

Mr. Taylor was polite and sympathetic, but 
it did not change his point of view, as he held 
out it was a club matter, that information 
should be given out by club officers, and 
the affair, anyhow, was one With =e the 
public had nothing to do. 


FATAL CRASH IN AUTO RACE 


One Killed, One Perhaps Fatally | , 
Hurt at Brighton Beach. 


COLLISION LATE AT NIGHT. 


Tragedy Follows Closely Minor Sensa- 
tion Witnessed by Thousands. 


New York, Aug. 27.—[Spectal.]—Leonard 
Cole, a mechanic of the Stearns car in the 
twenty-four hour automobile race at the 
Brighton Beach track, was killed and Lau- 
rent Grosso, the driver of the car, was per- 
haps fatally injured in an accident at 11:15 
o'clock tonight. 

The crash happened just beyond the club- 
house as the cars were bunching to take the 
turn. Cole was crushed under the machine 
and instantly killed. Grosso was thrown to 
one side and his spine fractured.

The Acme 
got a broken axle, but traveled on a few feet 
and was stopped without injury to Patshke 
or his mechanic.

“ At that time the presidents of both unions 
gaid the proposed scale would, in their jJudg- 
ment, be fair.

A slight modification 
of this scale now suggested is that the new 
men would work for the first three months at 
23 cents, but should get 25 cents for the re- 
maining nine months of the first year. 

“The second object is to provide a classifi- 
cation and scale of wages for the men now 
in the service which will at once recognize 
the principle of seniority of service and give 
each man an increase each year until he 
reaches 30 cents, so that all of the men, old 
and new, will be brought into one graduated 
scale at the end of a contract period of notto 
exceed five years. 

Should Suit Both Sides. 

“If we can accomplish these objects it 
Would seem that the principal objections of 
both sides have’been reconciled and removed. 
I think they would be accomplished by the 
Scale suggested today to each side for its con- 
sideration. Under it the wages of new men 
are advanced 1 cent an hour each year over 
the rate fixed by the agreement which the 
Unions have declined. That scale was 23 
cénts for the first six months, 24 cents for the 
Second six months, 25 cents far the second 
year, 26 cents for the third year, and 27 cents 
for the last six months of the contract period. 

“The rejected agreement provided that the 
increase from 23 to 25 cents should occur only 
at the expiration of six montha, instead of at 
the expiration of three months, as I am now 
Suggesting. The men now one year inthe 
Service will receive 27 cents, exactly ag pro- 
posed In the old agreement. It will be re- 
membered that this agreement was not re- 
jected on account of the rates fixed for old 
men, but on account of the rates fixed for 
hew men. 

“The only class of men now in the service 
who will not receive as large an increase as 

_ Was provided in the rejected agreement are 
the men who have served two, three, and 
four years. These men would be advanced 
to 27% cents, instead of to 28 cents, as wae 
formerly proposed. This change is neces- 
Sary to avoid fractions of less than one-half 
cem in the seale, and to bring all the eme- 
Dloyés into one classification at the end of the 
COntract period.

Contractors Make No Attempt to Rush 
Buildings.

The fight on Martin B. (‘‘ Skinny “’) Mad- 
den and his methods in Chicago’s building in- 
dustry in connection with the strike on the 
La Salle and Blackstone hotels and the new 
structures of the People’s Gas Light and 
Coke company and Hart Schaffner & Marx, 
wags taken up yesterday by the internationa] 
officers of the plumbers, lathers, and eleo- 
triclans’ unions. 

The heads of the building trades depart- 
ment of the American Federation of Labor, 
of which the new Chicago Building Trades 
council is a local branch, called on the in- 
ternational officers of these unions to urge 
their Chicago members to sever their affilia- 
tion with ‘*“‘ Skinny’’ Madden's Associated 
Building Trades and join the new council. 

No efforts were made during the day by 
the contractors to end the strikes on the four 
skyscrapers, preferring to await the arrival 
of President Baldwin of the Otis Elevator 
company on Monday before urging a cessa- 
tion of hostilities. Contractors said ‘‘ Skin- 
ny’ Madden begged the employers involved 
in the strikes to refrain from asking the 
officials of the Otis company to cancel his 
contract with the concern to furnish ma- 
chinists as strikebreakers in the places of 
the striking elevator constructors. It is un- 
derstood that his request was received with 
secant sympathy. 

Critical Period for Madden. 

President John A. Metz and the other lead- 
ers of the new council regard the present 
fight as the crucial] test of strength between 
what they term “ decent trades unionism ” 
and the methods fostered by “Skinny” 
Madden. They are determined to carry the 
fight to the limit tn order that the supremacy 
of the new organization shall be established 
among the bullding trades crafts in Chicago 
and Cook county. This, they say, will be 
done by the cancellation of the Madden 
agreement with the Otis company. 

It ig admitted by coutractors and labor 
leaders that the abrogation of the strike 
breakers’ contract would be a “solar plexus” 
blow that would terminate Madden’s career 
as a fector in Chicago’s building trades 
unions. As a result, Madden is straining 
every effort and marshaling all his business 
agents in oppositign to the move. 

“The elevator oonstructors are members 
of the building trades council,” said Presi- 
dent Metz. “ The strikes were called because 
the council ig bound to fight for the interests 
of its members. The elevator constructors 
are on strike against the Otis company for 
higher wages. Refusing to settle with the 
strikers, the Otis company entered Into an 
agreement with Madden to employ machin- 
ists affiliated with his organization to do the 
work of the strikers at a lower scale of 
wages. The council will continue the fight 
until the Otis company setties with its strik- 
ing elevator constructors.” 

Attack Steel Oompany’s Product. 

Officers of the Amalgamated Association of 
Iron, Steel, and Tin Workers have appealed 
to the Sheet Metal Workers’ and Bridge and 
Structural Iron Workers’ unions to refuse 
to handle products of fhe United States Steel 
corporation. Members of the amalgamated 
association have been on strike against the 
gtee] trust since July 1. 

International President Michael O’Sulliven 
of the Sheet Metal Workers’ union arrived 
in Chicago during the day and took the mat- 
ter up with officers of the local union, The 
question will be decided at the next meeting 
of the organizations. Seth Low is trying 
to bring about a conference between the 
strike leaders and the officials of the United 
States Steel corporation. 


FIND BODY OF A WOMAN 
UNDER PIER IN LAKE GENEVA. 


She Is Supposed to Have Committed 
Suicide After Being Admitted. te 
the Holiday Home. 


The body of Mrs. Jane McGregor, a ward 
of the Holiday home at Lake Geneva, Wis., 
was found early yesterday morning floating 
under the pier in front of the institution. 
Officials of the home, which is supported by 
wealthy residents of Lake Geneva, believe 
the woman ended her life in a state of mel- 
ancholia. 

She appeared at the home on Wednesday, 
and asked for admittanoe, saying she was 
without funds and had a husband, 65 years 
old, and five children, residing in Wentworth 
avenw6 in Chicago.

Although three men were arrested for so- 
liciting bets in the grand stand at Ingalls 
park, Joliet, yesterday afternoon, wagering 
on the races continued merrily, and Chicago 
horsemen are patting one another on the 
back in the belief that the first step in re- 
establishing running racing in Illinois has 


been taken. 

The men arrested by Chief Deputy Sheriff 
A. &. Lindgren are Ed Brocker, Harry Drew, 
and Louis Riley. All said they lived in Mich- 
igan, but they are believed to live in Chicago. 
State’s Attorney George A. Barr will file 
informations against them today. 

Betting is prohibited by the association 
which has in charge the Will county fair at 
Ingalls park, where the racee were held 
But it was a simple matter for any spectator 
to make a bet if he so desired. Moreover, he 
received a ticket for his wager. 


Uncertain About Running Meet. 

L. E. Ingalls, owner of the race track and 
treasurer of the fair association, said that 
he did not know whether there would be a 
running meeting at the track beginning next 
Monday. 

** Absolutely no arrangements for any 
meeting have been made,”’ said he. ‘** There 
seems to be a popular demand for a running 
| meeting, and I should be willing to lease the 
track for that purpose, but nothing has been 
done in the matter yet.” 

Other officials and persons connected with 
the management believed that a running 
meeting would begin on Monday and would 
continue for some time. Judge Edward l. 
Allen said that he knew that arrangements 
had already been made for special trais 
service from Chicago for the first three days 
of next week. 


No Particular Secrecy. 

There was no particular secrecy or nys- 
tery surrounding the betting process, al- 
though on one occasion one of a number of 
men, apparené@ly stationed to keep a look- 
out, shouted: “‘ Duck the prices,’’ and in- 
stantly every bookmaker shoved his book 
and program into his pocket. 

The gossip among the horsemen is that 
an attempt is being made to get the gam- 
bling and racetrack interests of Chicago to- 
gether to furnish the money necessary to 
carry on @ running meeting, with the idea 
of learning how far the authorities will al- 
low things to go in regard to betting. As one 
man expressed it: 

‘‘Mr. Ingalls can easily afford to lose $20,- 
000 on a meeting. He is ready to lease the 
track to any responsible person for a running 
meeting, and possibly believes that there are 
men largely enough interested in runnin 
races in this state to lease the track and tre 
a meeting.” 

Expect No Interference. 

Today there are only running races on the 
card. There is said to be little likelihood of 
any interference with the betting as it was 
carried on yesterday. 

Between races a number of circus acts in 
the infield hold the attention of most of those 
in the grandstand, while those who wish to 
get a bet down on the next heat or race have 
the opportunity.

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BOLT KILLS THREE 
IN VIOLENT STORM 


Workers on Farm Near Ev- 
anston Meet Death Beneath 
Sheltering Tree. 
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STREETS UNDER WATER. 


Children Paddle in Little Lakes; 
Basements Are Flooded 
by Deluge. 


A severe electric storm, preceded by dark- 
ness so dense that lights were turned on in 
buildings and street cars, brought death to 
three persons yesterday afternoon, while the 
accompanying heavy rain caused consider- 
able damage to property by flooding base- 
ments. The storm was most severe toward 
the northern part of the city. 

Evanston was deluged by therain. Light- 
ning bolts killed three men at work ona 
pickle farm west of the suburb, felled another 
in a lumber yard, and struck the flag pole 
on the city hall, the smoke stack on the 
city water works building, and set fire toa 
house. 


The Dead. 
KILCULLEN, JOSEPH, 45 years old, 1608 Otto 
block, Ohicago Heights. 
UNIDENTIFIED MAN, about 60 years old. 
WALSH, T. d., 40 years old, identified by a union 
ecard. 

The men were at work on the Budlong pickle 
farm and ran under 4a tree for shelter from 
the rain. A bolt of lightning hit the tree 
and killed the three men instantly. The 
bodies were removed to undertaking rooms 
in Evanston. At the farm it was learned 
that the men arrived there in the morning 
and their employer did not know their names 
or places of residence. 

Fred Wetter, 35 years old, 767 Sheffield 
avenue, was stunned and made unconscious 
while working in a lumber yard at South 
Evanston, when a bolt of lightning struck a 
lumber -pile near by. He was taken to the 
Evanston hospital and probable will recover. 

Francis Harbert, 8 years old, son of C. G. 
Harbert, was instrumental in saving his 
father’s house af 415 Greenwood boulevard, 
Evanston, from dcestruction by fire, and also 
aided his grandmother, Mrs. A. N. Harbert, 
78 years old, out of the residence after it 
had been struck by lightning. The boy and 
his grandmother were in the house alone. 

The fire broke out twice after it was extin- 
guished the first time. 


Academy Hit by Bolt. 

Lightning struck the chimney of St. Pat- 
rick's academy at Park and Oakley avenues, 
doing some damage and causing a scare 
among the occupants of the building. 

Edward H. Kreiling and Charlies M. Fox 
were stunned by a bolt of lightning which 
struck the house in which Mr. Kreiling lives 
at 1881 North Forty-first avenue. 

The residence of the Rev. R. F.. Johonnot, 
pastor of Unity church, Oak Park, also was 
struck. The house burst into fiemes, but the 
fire was extinguished. 

Mrs. Cora B. Lewis, 5448 Winthrop avenue, 
was knocked off the porch in €ront of her 
residence when lightning struck a chimney 
on Guild hall. She recovered in a tew min- 
utes. 

More than 400 telephones entering the Hum- 
boldt exchange at Western and North ave- 
nues were put out of commission by water 
which poured into the conduits and over the 
cables. 

Prisoners in the Evanston police station 
were obliged to climb upon their bunks to 
escape the flood that rushed Into the cells in 
the basement. When the rain storm was over 
the water was ten inches deep in the base- 


ment. 
Wade in Suburban Streets. 

Wilmette, Kenilworth, Glencoe, and Win- 
netka had their share of the rain and elec- 
trical display. Slight damage was suffered 
by the house of D. Hermann in Winnetka. 

In Sheridan Park the streets were flooded 
so that several boys amused themselves by 
paddling around in small boats. 

In Irving Park and Edgewater boys and 
girls attired In bathing suits waded in the 
water and splashed through the principal 
streets after the worst of the storm had 
passed. 

The water stood two feet deep in the base- 
ment of the Bismarck café at North Halsted 
and Grace streets. Basements of the apart- 
ment building at 1510 and 1512 Wrightwood 
avenue were flooded. Many downtown base- 
ments were flooded. 


Boys Hurt; Pony Killed. 

As an indirect result of the storm four 
boys were painfully injured in Evanston and 
their pony was killed, when the pony cart !n 
which they were driving was struck by an 
automobile driven by Edward Sele, chauffeur 
for H. F. Hunters, 1119 Judson avenue.

Members admit the railroads are willing 
to give them a preferential rate east of 
Buffalo to compete with through rates on 
Canadian lines, but they are afraid of the 
central and western traffic associations di- 
verting other freights from them in retalial 
tion. The loss of the grain trade from this 
port has been severely felt along the river 
front, where at least fifteen big grain eleva- 
tors are declared to be standing idle. 

With the exception of the business done by 
the Atlantic Transport line, the export cattle 
trade practically has disappeared from New 
York and the cegesation of the grain trade in 
addition will result in big cargo steamships 
seeking business at other ports.

temple and on the walls and in the nearby 
trees, 

Ruined Temples of Sarnath. 
Saturday—We were up early and at once 
hustled off to the river, where we spent two 
hours in a boat. Then we returned for 
breakfast, and then drove five miles to Sar? 
nath and saw two ancient Buddhist ruins and 
the remains of many more. At 5 o'clock we 
drove to the river, spent two hours and came 
back to the hotel for dinner, and at 9 we 
again drove tothe river to see the illuminated 
boats with the crowds and dancers—back 
here at midnight, and I am to be up at 6in 
the morning to take the train for Gaya Budh. 
How can I describe this marvelous city! 
It would take hours and hours. The festival 
we saw in Ahmedebad was New Year’s—a 
certain first full moon. The the first Tues- 
day after New Year's ushers in four days of 
license—dancing, praying, bathing, etc. This 
is what we encountered here. 

This morning the two miles of Ghats were 
literally crowded with bathers. They go 
through more rites than an Arapahoe sun 
dance priest. Isimply can’t begin to describe 
them. It was a strange, weird, curious sight. 
Could one interpret the full significance of 
this sight, if I understood what really takes 
place, I should feel that I comprehended the 
religion of the Hindu. One or two things 
stand out in great prominence—ihe priests 
are in full charge and apparently are ina 
most thriving and prosperous condition. 
Their fat, sleek bodies and their light skin 
are characteristics one may not soon forget. 


Priests Fat and Sleek. 
I suspect that a more contemptible lot of 
men than these same priests is not to be 
found elsewhere on earth. They certainly 
look the part. They seem as big, and fat, and 
sleek as the sacred bulls which swarm 
through the streets and crowd Into the tem- 
ples. 
This afternoon we saw the whole ceremony 
of cremation at the great Burning Ghat 
where all Hindus are cremated. 
The bodies, wrapped in thin cotton—white 
for males, red for females—are brought to 
the Ghat on a bamboo stretcher. Men build 
a pyre of wood, 2x6 feet, which a relative 
of the deceased buys at a wogd yard nearby. 
When the pyre is about two and a half feet 
high the body is d{pped into the Ganges, then 
untied from the stretcher, put on the pile, 
and more wood is added, covering the body. 
A son or relative of the deceased, in the 
meantime, bathes in the river, washes his 
thin robe or loin cloth, and puts on a new one. 
He then gets river water in his hands and 
sprinkles it on the body; he does this five 
times. He next gets some live coals on 
rushes from a temple at the head of the 
Ghat, walks around the pyre seven times, and 
lights it at both head and feet. In a few 
minutes the whole is ablaze, and in from 
three to four hours it is all burnt down—men 
keep poking it up from time to time—and the 
ashes, etc, are pushed off into the river, 


Brahman Priests Rule All. 

A few things seem clear. The ordinary 
native here has about the sort of naive re- 
ligion that our Indian has—not s0 high, per- 
haps. He is at the mercy of a thrifty lot of 
fat, sleek, shaved head Brahman priests, 
who, if half of what is said about them is 
true, are an extremely licentious lot, hun- 
dreds of women being “married” to the 
temples. These are never seen. 


They are all bad; at times very bad, 
and it is only when one gets in the canton- 
ment or in a park that the air seems sweet 
and pure, often redolent of jasmine, roses, 
and other beautiful flowers. 


Hindoo Idea of Holiday. 


These are gala days in Benares. Every- 
where are venders of toys and trinkets and 
hundreds of sellers of sweetmeats. The 
Hindoo idea of a holiday, of a good time, is 
to squat down ona soft blanket, eat sweets, 
and listen to a Nautch girl. The big brass 
trays which they use In carrying the sweets 
are always covered with files and bees. One 
sees big, black bunches of bees in every old 
temple and ruin. At Gwalior, at the Jain 
rock temples, I counted over twenty-five big 
swarms of bees. 

How the people jabber and argufy! From 
the lofty minaret of the mosque, high above 
the city, we could hear no sound of a busy 
city, no roar of cars, no screech of whistles, 
only the murmur of voices, like the buzzing 
of a mighty swarm of bees. And the pro- 
fessional beggars, the fakirs (pronounced 
fawkirs), long haired chaps they are, the 
hair often done in a big knot on the head. 
Their clothes are secant, only a loin cloth 
often, but rich and poor givé them a copper 
pice and they look well fed and happy, 
though dirty and dusty. 

We saw one big, tall, native fakir, bearded 
like the Parad, sitting on a bed of nails of 
sharp points—reaWy sharpened spikes. He 
seemed to’enjoy it and every one gave him 
a pice. No fake about the nails. I saw one 
fakir or priest, sitting in a little covered 
shrine-like affair. He was absolutely naked. 
Men and women gave him money and prayed 
to him, India is pretty rotten, but was worse 
before English rule, though they interfere 
but little with native customs. 


Barbers Swarm Everywhere. 

Barbers every where—hundreds at the river. 
When one has bathed he squats down in front 
of the barber, who also squats down..and he 
iz shaved on head, face, ears, nose, and un- 
der the arms. They come to your room at 
the hotel and they importune you while the 
train stops at the station. 

There are over a thousand sacred bulls in 
Benares—big, fat, and sleek. You see them 
on the streets and in the temples. They are 
of the big hump variety, with aten inch lump 
of fat on the fore shoulders. There are also 
sacred peacocks and sacred monkeys galore. 

We have seen few English, only four in the 
two days inthe city proper. The hote! here, 
as those we have seen before, is infested with 
dealers—barefoot natives who spread their 
wares on the verandas—pictures, post cards, 
silks, shawls, embroideries, rugs, brass and 
wood carvings, etc. They hang on like 
leeches, follow you to your room, turn up at 
the most unexpected places and times; they 
are persistent and shrewd. They pay the 
hotels for the privilege of camping in the 
compound. 


Must Tip All in Sight. 

And when you leave a hotel you find you 
have from five to ten men to tip—the man who 
cleans your boots, the bedmaker, the iamp- 
lighter, the sweeper, the man who carries 
water, the two walters, the man who pulls 
the punkah.or fan, the driver, the groom, the 
porter, the guide. How they whine, and 
cringe, and salaam, and need the money! 
Two annas, 4 cents, isa fair tip. 

Some of the temple idols have a good time. 
They have an army of attendants; they are 
fed, washed, dressed, etc. In one temple we 
saw a great stone bull with a big punkah 
over him, which is kept working. 

There are many fine trees in Benares, the 
sacred Bo (Pepul) and banyan and many fine, 
big, tamarind trees. The mangroves are tn 
blossom or are beginning to grow. The blos- 
soms emit a sickly odor. There are ta!! 
cocoa palms and many clumps of graceful 
bamboo. Yesterday it was cold (80 degrees) 
and we put on our United States clothes. 
Today it was hot again and we are back In 


silk.

Publishers Find That Prac- 


tical Working of Aldrich 
'\ Bill Raises Cost. 


OFFICIAL RULING IS OUT. 


Imports from Quebec and Onta- 
rio Subject to “Increases 
Under Law. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 27.—(Special J— 
The publishers of the country will find little 
solace in an interpretation of the print paper 
and wood pulp provision ofthe Aldrich tariff 
bill issued today by Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury Reynolds, which holds in effect 
that the cheapest grades of print paper im- 
ported from the province of Quebec shall pay 
a duty of $6.10 a ton and similar grades of 
paper from Ontario shall pay $5.75 a ton. 

Countervailing duties and retaliatory pen- 
alties against such provinces in Canada as 
prohibit or hamper the exportation of pulp 
wood cut from crown lands bid fair to play 
havoc with the hopes of newspaper publish- 
ers, who fondly looked forward to cheaper 
print paper based upon the general $3.75 a 
ton duty. 

Incidentally, James Robert Mann, the only 
congressman from Illinois who voted against 
the adoption of the report on the tariff bill, 
may be looked for to arise in a few days and 
1einark;

Ruling Asked by Collector. 


Assistant Secretary Reynolds’ interpreta-. 


tion was given at the request of the col- 
lector of customs at Ogdensburg, N. Y. 
After citing the paragraph in the Aldrich 
bill which prescribes that if any province 
vr dependency of a country forbids the ex- 
portation of pulp wood there shall be im- 
posed on print paper made from such wood 
and imported from there an additional duty 
of one-tenth of 1 cent a pound when the 
paper is valued at 3 cents a pound or less, 
the assistant secretary asserts that records 
on file in the department show the province 
of Ontario prohibits the exportation of pulp 
wood cut on crown lands. 

Un this account the collector at Ogdens- 
burg is directed, in addition to the regular 
rates of duty on printing paper provided by 
the new law, to assess a duty at the rate of 
cne-tenth of 1 cent a pound on paper made 
of wood cut from crown lands valued at 
less than 8 cents a pound. 

This means that on practically all paper 
importations from Ontario costing less than 
$45 a ton a duty of $8.75 a ton shall be col- 
lected, to which shall be added $2. Most 
of the pulp wood in Ontario is owned by. the 
provincial government. 


Quebec Also Restricts. 


The assistant secretary points out that the 
province of Quebec not only restricts the ex- 
portation of pulp wood, but imposes what is 
in effect an export duty of 25 cents a cord. 
The collectors of customs accordingly are re- 
quired to place an additional duty of one- 
tenth of a cent on nearly all print paper i{m- 
ported from Quebec and to further increase 
the duty by the addition of 85 cents for each 
ton as countervailent ef the export duty 
placed on pulp wood. 

This will have the effect of causing paper 
importers in this country to pay $6.10 duty 
on practically every ton of print paper they 
bring from Quebec, which, like Ontario, owns 
most of its forests.

FLIES IN AIR 70 GREET KAISER 


Count Zeppelin Is on 450 Mile 
Voyage to Berlin. 4 


ROYAL WELCOME WAITS HIM 


German Populace Enthused Over Trip 
iste ge: Halted for Repairs. 


BERLIN, Aug. 27.—Count Zeppelin alone 
occupies the minds of the population of Ber- 
lin tonight; and a weloome has been prepared 
for his coming tomorrow in his big airship 
such as has never been equalled since Prince 
Bismarck'’s return from Versailles after the 
coronation in 1871 of William I. as emperor 
of Germany. 

Most of the factories and offices and all of 
the schoots will be closed and the mayor 
has ordered all public buildings decorated, as 
is done on the occasion of the emperor's 
‘birthday. He also nas requested that the 
occupants of private dwelling houses make 
displays of bunting and flags from their 
windows. 

Flight Thrills Populace. 

EFarly this morning a thrill of joy went 
through the people, thousands of whom had 
gathered in front of the newspaper offices, 
when it was announced that the Zeppelin 
IIL. had departed at 4:80 o'clock from Fried- 
richshafen for Berlin, a distance of about 
450 miles. s 

Throughout the day throngs crowded about 
the bulletin boards, eagerly reading the bul- 
leting announcing the progress of the dirig!- 
ble over various cities. Whenthe news came, 
however, that a broken propeller and a de- 
fecttve motor had necessitated an unar- 
ranged for landing at Ostheim, near Nurem- 
berg, the faces of the people fell. They 
waited, on, nevertheless, through a drench- 
ing rain in the expectation of better tidings, 
and when the dispatches arrived announcing 
the reascension of the balloon and its de- 
parture for Nuremberg they greeted them 


with shouts of joy. 


Repairs to Motor Made. 

Again when the bulletins gaid the dirigible 
had been brought to land at Nuremberg, 150 
miles on its journey, and there repairs would 
be made to the propellers and cylinders of 
the forward motor, the disappointment was 
renewed, and wae only relieved when a tele- 
gram was received from Count Zeppelin, 
saying that it wae his confident belief that 
the voyage would be continued in a ehort 
time. After repairs were made the navigator 
resumed his flight late tonight. 

The revulsion of feeling in favor of Count 
Zeppelin, as compared with that existing 
three or four years ago, is remarkable. ‘Then 
he was regarded as a visionary, throwing 
the family fortune to the winds. Now he is 
honored as no living German is. It is gen- 
erally reported, but without confirmation, 
that he will be ereated a prince by Emperor 
William, who arrived in Berlin tonight to 
be present at the landing place of the diri- 
gible tomorrow. 


SPANISH HONOR THEIR DEAD 
DURING AN ATTACK BY MOORS. 


High Mass Celebrated at Melilla While 
Natives Fire on Town—Camps Later 


Are Raided. 


MELILLA, Morocco, Aug. 27.—A solemn 
requiem mass for the repose of the souls of 
the large number of Spanish officers and 
men killed in the sanguinary battle with the 
Moors July 27 was velebrated this morning. 
It was attended by the survivors of the 
brigade of Gen. Pintos, who was killed in 
the engagement, and by officers and delega- 
tions of men from all sections of the army. 

The altar was decorated with flowers and 
surrounded by four cannon, gatling guns, 
and stacked rifles. 

At the moment of the elevation of the host 
the Moors opened a flerce fire from a dis- 
tance and the guns on Fort Camellos roared 
a response. Notwithstanding the attack, 
however, the religious ceremony was com- 
pleted, after which a defile of troops and ar- 
tillery did considerable damage to thecamps 
of the enemy, in ore of them blowing to 
pieces a group of tribesmen and their women. 


Moors Decide Against Peace. 

MADRID, Aug. 27.—Special dispatches re- 
ceived here from Melilla, Morocco, say that 
the Moorish chiefs, after further considera- 
tion of the communication of the sultan re- 
questing them to cease their hostilities 
against the Spaniards, finally decided to con- 
tinue the war until the Spaniards are driven 
from all their positions beyond Melilla.

DISS DE BAR BOBS UP AGAIN 


Returns to New York After 
Flight from Mahatma Institute.

SAYS SHE’S READY TO FIGHT, 


Ex-Seeress Says Scurry Was Due Only 
to Misunderstanding. 


New York, Aug. 27.—[Special.]—Anne 
Odelia Diss de Bar came back tonight to 
the Mahatma institute at 82 East Thirty- 
third street, from which she was driven by 
the promoter of the undertaking, Mrs. Lil- 
lian Hobart French, following the publica- 
tion of the identification as Mme. Diss de Bar 
of the woman who has been passing in New 
York as Mme. Veed-ya. 

“I have come back here to fight,” said 
Mme. Diss de Bar tenight. ‘‘I am to fight 
for the institute and for myself—to save my 
name and the name of the institute with 
which I am connected and which the attack 
of newspapers has put in jeopardy. 


Only a “Misunderstanding. ” 

** My’ leaving was only the result of a mis- 
understanding. I had not thought it neces- 
sary to inform Mrs. French that I was Mme. 
Diss de Bar, as I had not been known by 
that name during the last two years while I 
had been living quietly here in New York. 

‘Today she came to Douglaston, where I 
was stopping with my friends, Mrs. White- 
side and Mrs. Morris, and sai@ to me: 
‘ Mother, I would like you to return.’ And 
I am here.”’ 

David Livingston Mackay, the young man 
who has been through so much with Mme. 
Diss de Bar, and whom she always calls 
“ David,’ ag if that were the only name he 
had, was first to show up at the institute. 
He was followed a few moments later by the 
madame. 

David, before the arrival of his occult 
mother, told the reporters that his natural 
mother, the wife of a Scotch Presbyterian 
minister, gave him over into the keeping of 
Mme. Diss de Bar just after the mystio had 
been released from an English jail, where 
she had served six years on a charge of im- 
moral practices and swindling in connection 
with her husband and their “ theocratic 
unity ’’ game. 

Leads Way to Throne Room. 

When Mme. Diss de Bar reached the house 
Mrs. French appeared with a big box from 
which she drew out the famous white robe 
and purple outer covering affected by the 
mystic and helped the old woman into them. 

Mme. Diss de Bar then led the way itnto the 
back room in which has been built a throne 
for her from which she was to preach her 
doctrines when notoriety interrupted her 
plans. 

“Tt has been sald I have been here buta 
few months, but I have been in this city 
since 1907,” she said. “To prove to you that 
my work has been among influential per- 
sons I may mention that among my pupils 
were: 

‘“ Mre. Stuyvesant Fish, Mrs. James Gay- 
ley, wife of the ex-president of the United 
States Steel company; Mrs. Isabelle Led- 
yard, Mrs. George D. Mackay, and other 
members of the * 400.’ 

“TI gave instructions a’ong occult lines to 
those women and others when I lived at 8 
East Thirty-third street, the same building 
in which F,. Augustus Heinze lives. Although 
I was on the floor above Mr. Heinze, I never 
knew him.” 

“‘T have been called an imposter,” she said, 
* but so was the greatest of prophets. While 
arraigning me for disseminating the truth, 
why have they not arraigned Prof. Zueblin 
of the University of Chicago, who is blasting 
the rock of ages.”

PUPILS ARE HER MONUMENT 


Miss Duffin, 29 Years Teacher in 
Jones School, Passes Away. 


— 


HONORED BY MEN OF TODAY. 


Many Leaders in Business Lifa and 
Politics Were Taught by Her. 


Miss May Chartotte Duffin, who taught 
some of Chicago’s most prominent men the 
three R's in the Jones school, wild be buried 
today at. Decatur, Mich. She died last 
Wednesday at the state hospital at Kanka- 
kee after having passed many months at 
various sanitariums in an effort to cure a 
chronic attack of stomach trouble, which 
subsequently produced insanity. 

Few of her former pupils, among whom 
were Ferdinand W. Peck, Charles L. Hutch- 
inson, Hyman Goldberg, Ald. Thomas J. 
Dixon, and Ald. John J. Coughlin, knew of 
her death until an obituary notice appeared. 
Some of these had contributed to her sup- 
port during her long illness. 

Four years after the Chicago fire Miss 
Duffin became a teacher in the Jones school, 
and she remained at her post until January 
of this year, when she was unable longer to 
perform her duties as head assistant. 


Long Term of Service. 


During her twenty-nine years of service in 
the Jones school, which is famous for its 
age, its present and past generations of 
pupils, Miss Duffin came to know intimately 
probably as many of the boys, who as men, 
became prominent in the activities of the 
city as any other public schoo! teacher. 

In writing of the Jones school once for THs 
TRIBUND AN, Coughlin stated: 

‘‘Some of my old teachers in those days 
rise up before me now, real as life. There's 
Miss Couch, who was my first teacher. 
There’s Miss Banyan, and Miss Hawkins, 
and Miss Wallace, and Miss Duffin—and Miss 
Duffin is hale and hearty today, living down 
there on the south side. . 

“YT may say of these old teachers that as a 
man grows up into life’s responsibilities and 
duties he looks back upon them with grate- 
fulness for all that they were in his young 
life. I may say that the man who had such 
teachers as these in his boyhood puts them 
next to his wife and his mother in his af- 
fections.” 

Change in the School. 

Chicago's growth has left the Jones school 
today almost in the heart of the city, and the 
present generation of pupils are mostly little 
boys and girls who know a foreign tongue 
better than the one they are studying. The 
school sometimes is referred to as the one 
where “‘ the mothers of the pupils always sew 
the children’s underwear on at the beginning 
of November.” 


EDUCATOR PLEADS 


Chamberlin Says Attitude of 
Other Nations to Celestials 
Is Disgraceful. 


PREDICTS DAY OF WRATH 


ae 
Thinks Great.Mongol Army Will 
‘ Compel Respect from Civ- 
ilized Countries. 


Warning to nations—the United States in- 
cluded—to treat China fairly or beware of 
unexpected and unpleasant consequences 
Was sounded yesterday by Prof. Thomas C: 
Chantberlin, head of the department of ge- 
ology at the University of Chicago, on his 
return. from China. 

Prof. Chamberlin, with his son, Rollin T. 
Chamberlin, went through the land of the 
celestials with Prof. Ernest De Witt Burton, 
the latter arriving here several days in ad- 
vance. The statements of both professors 
abounded in startling revelations of their 
observations in the far east. Both were com- 
missioners sent by the university to investi- 
gate educational conditions ingthe orient. 

*Qur commission went merely to investi- 
gate conditions in China,”’ said Prof. Cham- 
berlin. ‘‘ We found many instances where 
we could be of assistance to the Chinese and 
many where they can be of assistance to us. 
As the best example of the latter, I might 
mention agriculture. A young American, 
recognized as one of the authdritiés on agri- 
culture, was startled by the great superiority 
of Chinese farming over ours.’’ 

Then Prof. Chamberlin turned to the ques- 
tion of the so-called “‘ yellow perik”’ 


Organizing a Great Army. 

“The Chinese army is as yet new and un- 
organized,” said he. ‘‘ This is because until 
recent years there was no need of an army. 
The Chinese lived peacefully and unmolested 
by outside nations. But conditions are 
changing. With the advancement of China 
along other lines, the army has not beeh 
neglected, for it is recognized that one will 
probably be needed. 

“Once the Chinese get started the con- 
sequences are dreadful to think of. Once 
China is irritated beyond the limits of en- 
durance it can draw an immense anmy from 
its 400,000,000 population. 

“ There are already signs of discontent. I 
have learned from the educated Chinese that 
their people find the present style of diplo- 
macy extremely distasteful. 

‘* Everywhere are to be seen gunboats and 
battleships of nations which are guarding 
their commercial interests. The sight so an- 
gered me that I often wished some torpedoes 
were placed under those warships. Hun- 
dreds of miles inland the same thing is to be 
seen. 

How Would Americans Like It? 

“Just imagine how Americans would feel 
if a German cruiser were to be stationed off 
St. Paul, with its guns ready to fire at any- 
body who did something that did not meet 
the captain’s fancy, and you have a faint 
idea of the attitude of the Chinese. 

“ Russia tried to usurp territory in China, 
and was soundly whipped by Japan. Now 
Japan is attempting the same thing, with no 
more right than Russia had. But China will 
stand only so much and no more. The jeal- 
ousy between the European countries over 
China is disgraceful. While passing through 
England I heard nothing but war talk, and 
all this with taxes so high that the great 
problem is how to raise them. Germany’s 
greed and that of France, too, is to be depre- 
cated ‘ 

Blames the United States, Too. 

“The United States ,is not free from the 
charge. We do it, I suppose, because the 
other nations do. But we have no right to 
infringe upon what China may call its own. 
This idea of saying what this nation shall 
have of China and what belongs to that is 
nothing more or less than robbery. It is 
as if I should say to a friend of mine,’ There 
is @ man. You take his watch and ring, and 
give me his ring.’ The attitude borders on 
Savagery. It is a great discredit to nations 
that pretend to be civilized. If we want to 
Set along best with China we must give it 
@ equare deal.’’ 

Dr. Burton declared himself much im- 
pressed with the modernity of Chen Tu, a 
town 1,500 miles inland, set apart from exte- 
rior influences which have done much for 
other towns in China. He considered it an 
ideal city educationally and esthetically and 
lauded its government fog its wide awake 
qualities. 

“ What impressed me greatly,” said Prof. 
Burton, “ was the school system. Here one 
finds one of the best signs of progress which 
has come over China. Public instruction, 
hitherto unknown, is now quite common. 
Japan ‘is doing an enormous business in 
China in furnishing scientifiC apparatus. 
The students themselves are eager to learn, 
spending six hours in the class rooms and the 
same length of time in the libraries.”’

JOHN CONDON DENIES. RUMOR. 


Harlem’s Owner Says He Has no Part 
in Proposed Revival of Running 
Races in Chicago.

John Condon, owner of the Harlem racetrack, 
returned to Chicago yesterday from a’ two months’ 
trip in California and Colorado, and entered a 
prompt denial of having any part in the rumored 
plans for a revival of racing in Chicago. 

Inasmuch as Condon always was consulted and 
figured in all the turf plans when racing was con- 
ducted in this city, his absence until the present 
time and ignorance of any plans for the future is 
conclusive evidence that the men who formerly 
made racing possible in this city see no immediate 
hope for a revival of the sport of kings. 

Mr. Condon likewise takes a skeptical view of the 
situation in California and the test of the Walker- 
Otis law which is being made. ‘* It may be possi- 
ble that the California statute is unconstitutional, 
and if so racing will be continued. If not, I do 
not think oral betting would be much of a suc- 
cess on the coast. It is always easy to find lawyers 
who will say a law can be beaten, but the history of 
most such statutes is that they stand the test. 

‘* As to Chicago, I see no immediate future 
There should be racing in Chicago; conducted on 
lines to make it appeal to all classes of the public.’ 
Such meetings, backed by public sentiment, might 
be possible. but I fear the time is not yet. ripe. 
When racing is revived here, as I firmly believe it 
will be some day, it should be in the hands of 
men who will bring out the sport and subordinate 
the betting. I always will be ready o do my part, 
or I will step aside if John Condon stands fn the 
way. Racing is a great sport and it should not be 
allowed to die.’’

While 
the tests were made as experiments, viola- 
tion of the regulations was punished as if 
there had been real danger. Such a re- 
markable record as this. helps one to un- 
derstand why cates enabled to 
travel in such safety. 

The Union Pacific company is to begin 
Sept. 1 a new enterprise working toward 
efficiency of employés. Its bureau of in- 
formation is to give free instruction tuo 
men in every department. The purpose 
is to assist employés to fit themselves ty 
assume greater responsibility, to increase 
their knowledge and efficiency, and to 
prepare prospective employés for railroad 
work, With this triple purpose will be 
a' triple gain to the company itself, to tha 
employés, and to the traveling public. 
The advantages of the plan are apparent 
at once. A small company could not 
make it a success. But a great system 
like the Union Pacific is wise in seeking 
to stimulate its men to increased efficiency 
in such a way. Its own rewards wiil 
more than compensate it for the required 
outlay. 


HOME RULE. 

“We cannot boast that we possess 
democratic self-government if we deny it 
to our cities.”” This is one of the truthful 
statements made in a paper read at the 
opening session of the League of Ameri- 
can Municipalities. Home rule has been 
persistently denied to most American 
cities by jealous legislatures. They have 
had to be content with enumerated and 
restricted powers. When new conditions 
have arisen and emergencies have had to 
be met it has been necessary for the cities 
to appeal to legislatures for an extension 
of powers. It has usually been given 
grudgingly and often peremptorily re 
fused. 

The constitutions of some states west 
of the Mississippi recognize the right of 
cities to home rule, That of Michigan is 
the only one east of the river which does 


so. It subjects the charters of cities to 


the general laws of the state and leaves 
to the legislature only the work of pre- 
scribing the methods by which charters 
shall be framed and accepted by the vot- 
ers of the municipalities. 

If lilinois had such a constitution, says 
the author of the paper, Chicago would 
not ha@we been subjected to the humilia- 
tion of a refusal by the legislature of 
powers which it ought to possess, unless 
it would consent to a reduction of repre- 
sentation. He might also have mentioned 
the refusal of the legislature to permit 
the smaller cities of the state to adopt 
the ission form of government if the 
elect so voted, The cities which asked 
for this permission were more familiar 
with their local needs than the legislators 
from the country districts, but that 
availed them nothing, 

There has been no lack of liberality in 
the grant of powers to purely rura] com- 
munities. In this and in other states their 
local governments have all the authority 
they need. But while the township has 
been given home rule, it has been denied 
to the city. This is an undemocratic dis- 
crimination which cannot endure much 
longer.

This is the situation which President Taft 
is called upon to face, and he is prepared to 
meet it with calmness and courage. Nobody 
has a keener appreciation of the condition 
than he; few understand it as well. While 
not seeking or craving great personal oppor- 
tunity, he realizes that great personal op- 
portunity has been forced upon him, and he 
ig ready. The true purpose of President 
Taft's visit to the country is to pave the 
way for signal accomplishment. His mis- 
sion is to free the Republican party. . It is 
a task of no mean magnitude, as he well un- 
derstands. To succeed he must convince 
the people of his own single mindedness, he 
must indicate plainly his real intent, he must 
win their unqualified allegiance and support. 

Let him beware, then, not to mistake hos- 
pitality for approval. The west is open 
hearted, generous, and appreciative of a 
president who pays it compliments. It wil 
give no indication of dissent from whatever 
President Taft may say or do. The reckon- 
ing wil) come later. That is the fact that 
the visitor will do well to keep in mind. 
However favorable the impression he may 
realize he is making while striving to pacify 
and conciliate, he ought not to forget fora 
moment that a great majority of his fellow 
countrymen have come to spegard the tariff 
as a moral issue. It is no longer a question 
of protection vs. free trade, but of right vs. 
wrong. And when that idea becomes fixed 
in the minds of the American people it is 
there to stay until right has triumphed. 

Such a condition demands leadership, not 
compromise. Lasting reconciliation of the 
two wings of the Republican party we regard 
now as impossible through recourse to the 
familiar policy of giveand take. Temporis- 
ing will no longer serve. It is the sense of 
not only the west but, we firmly believe, of 
the great mass of Republican consumers in 
the east, that the spirit of greed personified 
by Aldrich and written by him upon the 
statute books must be beaten to a pulp, and 
no man, however popular, is strong enough 
to withstand,for long the strength of that 
demand. ; 

The next house of representatives, whether 
Republican or Democratic, will have new 
and enlightened leadership. The senate 
should have. And over both, guiding, direct- 
ing, acting cautiously but firmly, the people 
want a leader of leaders in the White house, 
exercising his mighty authority for what 
they believe, and what they are convinced 
he believes, to be simple righteousness. 

The critical period in President Taft's 
career confronts him. His place in history 
may be determined by what he says and 
promises or what he refrains from saying 
and promising before he returns to Wash- 
ington. We know that he has understand- 
ing. We have faith that he has courage. 
May he heed the one and exercise the other; 
else the whirlwind of appeal to class, to the 
spirit of envy, to personal hatred, and to al] 
vicious passions will sweep over America 
like a simoom from Africa before the time 
shall come for the election of a successor 
to William H. Taft.

Sandansky, however, no longer talks of 
uniting Macedonia to Bulgaria. He has ab- 
solutely repudiated any such design, and 
now professes that his one aim and idea is 
** Macedonia for the Macedonians, under the 
Turks,”’ but not under the Bulgarians. This 
is, however creating less resentment in Bul- 
garia than one would imagine. For both 
Bulgarians and Macedonians now are uniting 
with the Turks in bitter enmity against the 
eGreeks—that is to say, the Greeks within and 
beyond the borders of King George's domin- 
ions. 

If Turkey goes to war with Greece she wil! 
have the good will and support of not only 
Sandansky and his Macedonian Christians, 
but also of Bulgaria.

Marriage broking, which jn the past has 
played so unsavory a role in connection with 
matrimonial alliances between impecunious 
noblemen and heiresses, has just received a 
severe blow in France through the refusal 
by the courts to regard as binding any con- 
tracts stipulating the payment of a com- 
mission to a broker in the event of a success- 
fully arranged marriage. The judges pro- 
claim that contracts of thie kind are im- 
moral and against public policy because they 
‘“‘make the agent heedless of the fitness of 
the projected marriage and anxious only to 
secure his profit.” 

The English courts already have adopted 
an identically similar attitude, so that hence- 
forth marriage brokers will be unable to have 
recourse to legal process for the recovery 
of their commission, either in Great Britain 
or in France. 

It only remains for Germany, Austria, and 
Italy to follow suit in this matter in order to 
put an end to a thoroughly discreditable 
traffic in which a number of broken down 
persons or rank are engaged, directly and 
indirectly, and which has brought unhappi- 
ness to many foolish American women and 
young girls. 

Most of the suits for commissions of this 
kind in the past have taken place in Ger- 
many, and among the foreign nobles married 
to American women who have figured as 
defendants in actions such as these have been 
Prince Charles Ysenburg-Birstein and Count 
Francis Joseph Larisch.

For some time past the Swedish aristoc- 
racy, which is proud and exclusive, has been 
inviting public attention by the number of 
scrapes in which its members have been 
implicated. To the names of Moerner, 
Rosen, Wrangell, Klinckowstrom, etc., must 
now be atided that of Baron Rutger Bennet, 
whose father was one of the chamberlains 
of the late King Oscar and a popular figure at 
the court of Steéckholm. 

Young Baron Bennet, who is about 30and a 
graduate of the University of Lund. has 
just been arrested and indicted at Malmo 
on charges of conspiracy and of forgery in 
connection with a Danish life insurance 
concern. It seems that a number of years 
ago the brother-in-law of the baron, an 
engineer of the name of Kar! Widen, took out 
a policy on his life for 10,000 crowns. 

Some time back the baron intimated that 
Karl Widen was dead. But he was informed 
by the insurance company that no premiums 
had been paid on the policy since the end of 
1905, and that it had therefore lapsed. Not 
long afterward Baron Bennet notified the in- 
surance company that his brother-in-law had 
died not In 1908, as had been understood at 
first, but in the spring of 1906, when the 
policy was still in force. He also declared 
that the demise of Karl Widen had taken 
place in the United States and produced an 
American death certificate and also a docu- 
ment purporting to bear the signature of 
Widen making him, the baron, the bene- 
ficiary of the policy. Both of these docu- 
ments have since n discovered to be 
forgeries, and rather clumsy ones at that. 

Further interest is lent to the matter by 
the fact that an engineer of the name of 
Karl Widen, claiming to be connected with 
some of the leading houses of the Swedish 
aristocracy, is still much alive here in the 
United States, where for several years he has 
been engaged in promoting the sale of an al- 
leged secret process of his own for the pro- 
duction of artificial camphor, in which sey- 
eral score of moneyed persons in New York 
Philadelphia, Boston, and Chicago have been 
induced to invest—to their cost.

New Bone of Dissension. 

The Pinchot-Ballinger controversy is not 
the cause of the dissension. It is over a 
resolution similar to the water right dec- 
laration adopted at the Spokane irrigation 
congress favoring government control of 
power sites. 

The majority of the committee favors the 
Spokane resolution, while three members 


want the government permanently to relin- | 


quish its hold on power sites to applicants 
for water rights. 

‘Mr. Pardee and the other members of the 
majority objected to permitting outsiders 
to discuss the question before the commit- 
tee, whereupon the minority members de- 
clared that they would carry the fight to the 
floor of the congress. 


Birds Hold Fate of Forests. 

The new outlook for dissension came short- 
ly after William L. Finley, lecturer of the 
National Association of Audubon Societies, 
had told the congress that to destroy the 
wild birds of America would mean the doom 
of the forests. 

Mr. Finley offered figures to show the 
important part wild birds take in the de- 
struction of insects which imperil crops and 
trees. 

In Nebraska there once existed multi- 
tudes of blackbirds, said the speaker, and 
the farmers became convinced they were 
damaging the crops. Polson was set for 
them, and, with the wild game birds, they 
were destroyed in vast numbers. With the 
disappearance of the birds came the locusts 
and whole sections of the country were 
devastated. 

Eight hundred million dollars, the speaker 
declared, is the estimated annual loss from 
insects and rodent pests. 

Mr. Finley’s words in speaking of the de- 
struction of plumage:-birds were bitter and

Objects of Conservation. 

*“ Conservation has three primary objects,”’ 
said Mr. Pinchot. ‘‘ These are: 

“ First, to develop our natural resources s0 
that this generation may have its ful! share 
and use of the riches of the earth. 

* Second, to prevent needless waste and 
destruction of these resources, so that future 
generations may likewise have their just part 
in the materia} foundations of prosperity. 

“ Third, to see to it that the great natural 
resources so developed and protected sha!! 
be used permanently for the welfare of the 
many instead of for the profit of the few.”’ 

The following telegram from President Taft 
was received, with cheers: 

“TI sincerely hope that your deliberations 
will résult in useful conclusions. You can 
count upon the earnest support of this ad- 
ministration of the policy of conservation 
of natural resources by every: reasonable 
means properly within the federal executive 
jurisdiction and such recommeffations to 
- S as may be best adapted to obtain 

1 legislation toward the same end.”

Board of Review Adjourns After 
Having Had 20,000 Com- 
plaints to Consider. 


The closing day of the public hearings of 
complaints by the board of review yesterday 
wes characterized by the filing of two suits 
in the Superior court to compel the board to 
increase the assessments and to assess back 
taxes for five years upon Your individuals 
and sixteén corporations. 

The first suit was filed by Frank W. Jones, 
president of the Illinois Tax Reform asso- 
ciation. who asked that a total of $93,008,000 
be added to the personal property assess- 
ments of individuals covering property that 
is alleged to have escaped taxation for the 
last five years. Mr. Jones filed the suit asa 
citizen, a taxpayer, and president of the as- 
sociation. 

The second suit Is against sixteen corpora- 
tions- and their subsidiaries for back taxes 
for six years.

The Nelson Morris estate had been assessed 
at $200,000 by the board of assessors, but 
on hearing the report made by Kimball! E. 


Valentine, tax expert, yesterday, the review- 


ers increased it to $8,100,000. By a clerical 
error the name of Edward Morris had been 
left of the tax lists and the board placed a 
valuation of $25,000 against his personal prop- 
erty. 


Railway Assessments. 


The South Side Elevated railroad company 
Was given the biggest boost of any of the 
steam or elevated railroads considered, the 
increase being $145,000. The railroad asgess- 
ments were on the personal pfoperty and 
real estate not attached to the right of way 
of the roads and does not include trackage, 
Tight of way, capital stock, stations, and 
freight houses. The Metropolitan Elevated 
got acut of $250.000. 

Of the steam railroads the Pennsylvania 
obtained a reduction of $160,000 and the Santa 
_Fé system was reduced from $1,830,516 a 
year ago to $1,634,585. Other changes in the 
railway assessments were unimportant. 

The board of review had been in session 
since July 7, hearing something like 20,000 
complaints. It is probable that a brief ses- 
sion will be held in September, when the 
board expects to review & few assessments 
which the assessors intend to make against 
Titinois mercantile corporations within Cook 
county. The assessors hold that they have 
a right to make such assessments under a 
recent decision of the Supreme court. 

It is proposed to make test cases because 
of the attitude of the state board of equaliza- 
tion which holds that it alone has authority 
to assess such corporations. 

Chief Clerk Charles Vogel of the board of 
réview believes the assessment made this 
year wii: be much larger than any previous 
assessment made by the board.

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TURNER GAMES IN FULL SWAY

More than Five Hundred Bohe- 
mians Take Part in Contests. 


CHICAGO TEAM A LEADER. 


= 


Team from Abroad Will Give a Special 
Exhibition on Sunday. 


More than 500 Bohemian Turners took part 
in the opening contests for the all around 
athletic championships at Lawndale park 
yesterday. The 
buildings were gayly decorated with Amer 
ican and Bohemian colors and flags. 

These tournaments are held every four 
years, although the sectional competitions 
are two years apart. A team of six men is 
sent from each “sokol.”” The New York, 
Cedar Rapids, Ia., and Chicago teams are 
leading for the coveted prize. 

Anton Heida, a Chicago hardware dealer, 
who won the individual championship at the 
Turner games held at the St. Louis exposi- 
tion. is leading in the present event. In the 
competition the men are divided into four 
classes, No. 1 being the young athletes and 
No. 4 composed of those over 35 years of age. 


Preliminaries Held in Morning. 

Early in the morning the Turners marchea 
to the field from the Pilsen Turner hall and 
the preliminaries were run off. Parallel 
bars, horses, and horizontal bars were the 
apparatus used for the first day, and the 
teams marched from one apparatus to the 
next'as they finished each demonstration to 
the satisfaction of the judges. 

Ald. Rudolph Hurt, who is a member of 
the Pilsen Turners and was one of the 
judges, explained the object of having the 
men work in all events. 

“We aim to develop all the muscles of 
the body,” he said. “ All the muscles can- 
not be reached by exercising on one ma- 
chine. No matter how good a Turner may 
be on the horizontal bar, he cannot win a 
single point until he competes in all the 
events. There are special championships, 
such as swimming, but no one is eligible for 
those unless he has gone through the other 
tests first. More men are competing here 
than were at St. Louis. With good weather 
on Sunday the exhibition should be the 
greatest ever seen in this country.” 


Wait for Storm to Pass. 

The storm which drenched Chicago yes- 
terday afternoon had little effect on the con- 
tests, which were merely postponed until the 
cownpour had ceased. 

The games will continue today, and on 
Sunday, the great finale of the meet, exhibi- 
tion acts will be put on and each man will 
have an opportunity to do his special 
** stunts.” 

On Sunday more than a thousand men will 
contest, 500 women will be seen in wand 
drill and calisthenics, and 1,000 children will 
perform in marches and dances. All the 
contestants will be in uniform, and after the 
games prizes and diplomas will be awarded. 

A special feature of the last day will be an 
exhibition by a team of six Turners selected 
by competition from the best in Bohemian 
Europe. These men, with their manager, 
Dr. Joseph Scheiner, are atthe Kaiserhof 
hotel, and while in Chicago are being enter- 
tained by Chairman John Siman of the spe- 
vial committee on games and August Tessar 
of St. Louis, chief of the Bohemian Gym- 
nasium Association of America.
